000 Tons. 


GOVERNMENT WORK WILL HELP. 


New War Vessels Ordered Will Throw 


Several Nice Contracts to the Plate 
Mills—Pig Iron Prices Are Firm In 
Pittsburg District. 


Pittsburg, Feb. 22.—The cities of 


New York and Plttsourg are prospec- 
tive buyers of about 300,000 tons o[ 
structural steel. It is a serious ques- 
tion as to -where the supply Is to come 
from. 
New York city -will need at 


least 200,000 tons' in addition to the 
amount already ordered and Plttsbnrg 
contractors' and architects are figuring 
on buildings'tbat .-will use up at least 
100,000 tons:' . 
"• 


If it -were not for the fact that other 


lines of finished steel are not in such 
great demancMhe structural steel pool 
-would undoubtedly advance the price 
on shapes $2.00 a ton. The manner in. 
which buyers are crowding each other 
foretells that premiums will be paid 
for deliveries before tho end. of the 
year. 


• ' .Just as soon as the Government has 


contracts for the new war 
vessels 


•which are to be built the plate mills 
•will have several nice . orders 
for 


plates. This is the only prospective 
plate business for the year. The mer- 
chant shipping program is not as sat- 
isfactory as it might be. The boiler 
makers are bound to come into the 
market for quite a tonnage during the 
spring. There are scores of additions 
being planned in the numerous mills 
and shops of the country, but contracts 
for the additional steam power have 
not been let. Much of the plate bus- 
iness -will be placed In the Eastern 
mills. The Western mills are better 
filled with 'orders to date. There are 
no prospects of any increase In the 
price of'plates during tha year. The 
base price remains at 51.00 a hundred. 


Owing to the high price of steel bil- 


lets wlre'rods'are now selling at $32 a 
ton. The year opened with rods at $32 
a torn . The sales in the open market 
are not large as most of the wire mills 
have their own rod mills. "Wire prices 
are firm and stationary. Reports from 
jobbing .houses indicate that building 
operations have been carried on all 
winter. ' This has left the warehouses 
almost .empty o£ stocks. 


Pig lr.on prices are flrm in this dis- 


trict. A majority ot the furnaces are 
working on Bessemer Iron, which is 
soiling at $17.60 to 517.75 a ton at the 
furnaces. 
Some basic iron is in de- 


mand at ?1B.50. Foundry No. 2 is be- 
ing held at $17.50' to $17.75, with no 
Bales of consequence. The local ma- 
chinery concerns are 
inquiring for 


foundry iron. They have been sound- 
ing the Southern market in the hope 
of getting metal some cheaper and 
thus forcing Northern iron down. Bir- 
mingham sales have been reported at 
$14 a ton, but Pittsburgh's have been 
unable to get any at that price. 
"; Coke prieeb continue firm, cutting 
profits in pig iron making 
a 
few 


cents a ton. Furnace coke is selling 
at $2.25 a ton and will advance to $2.50 
if it becomes evident that a coal strike 
is unavoidable. Foundry coke will al- 
so go higher. 
' The railroads are doing great work 
handling the vast tonnage offered at 
the local mills. 
Just now there has 


been an extra spurt in orders for coal 
-deliveries, and tlie big mills are rush- 
ing the'-rallronas for delivery. Con- 
sumers ot coal aro tearful .the coal 
miners will not wait until April 1 to 
lay down their tools. 


Scrap metal prices are declining 


owing to the open weather. Railroads 
have been gathering scrap metal along 
their linos all winter. The metal has 
been finding its way into tlio mills. 
The scrap metnl dealers were stocked 
np early in the winter. These stocks 
are not being diminished. No, 1 melt- 
ing stock which sold as high as ?1S.50 
about six weeks ago, Una declined to 
$16 a ton. Other lines o£ scrap have 
been reduced from 50 cents to $1 a ton. 


All the sheet mills of the American 


Sheet Steel atui Tin Pinto Company 
are working''almost full turn. No. 2S 
guage sheets are quoted at 52.40 
hundred pounds. There Is no cutting 
in prices. Tno independents are fore 
ed to maintain tho prico because oi 
the high price of steel bars. 
Nearly 


ail ot the tin plate mills of the country 
are also in operation. 


Steel billets are quoted at $27 a ton 


and remain very scarce. Bars are sell- 
ing from 50 cents to $1 a ton higher. 
Inquiries have been made abroad for 
billets and bars, but domestic produc- 
ers have none to sell outside. 
The 


United States Steel Corporation con- 
tinues to feed the entiro production of 
billets and bars to its subsidiary cor- 
porations, except early contracts. Most 
of these contracts expire the latter 
part of June and they will probably 
be renewed at from $4 to -55 a ton 
above existing contracts.
